He is a little round now, a little firm, very 
fully packed, a far cry from the lean, 
hungry-looking pitcher who brought joy 
and triumph to Cleveland nearly a quarter 
of a century ago. 

“If there was a big game,” said his 
teammate, friend and now his boss, 
Yankee President Al Rosen, “‘and we 
wanted anyone to get the ball, it was 
Lem.” 

Robert Granville Lemon, pitcher, hitter, 
fielder, Hall of Famer, is not flashy, 
flamboyant or controversial. He is solid, 
soothing, a pleasant port of call in a 
swirling sea. 

“The thing you have to remember about 
Lem,”’ said Flip Rosen, the third baseman 
and unofficial captain of the Cleveland 
Indians in the early 1950s, ‘‘is that he was 
a tremendous competitor. He knew how to 
win. 

Lemon burst on the Cleveland scene in 
1946 almost through a back door. He was 
a failed-hitter turned world-beating 
pitcher. 

“T had pitched, played the infield and 
played some outfield as a kid,” Lemon 
said. “When I was in service with Ted 
Williams and Johnny Pesky they saw me 
pitch. They told Lou Boudreau if I didn’t 
make it as a hitter he should try me as 
pitcher.”’ 

Lemon’s bat was unavailable for 
comment, although he played a slick 
centerfield much of 1946, so he quickly 
got his toe plate and went to work on the 
mound. 

He had seven 20-game winners out of 
11 seasons, a lifetime mark of 207-128 and 
led the league in wins in 1950 with 23. 

“T was a sinkerball pitcher with a good 
slider,” he said. 

“Lem was also one of the best hitting 
and best fielding pitchers in the game,” 
said Rosen. “‘I remember several games 
he won with his bat.” 

There were also several games Lemon 
won with his character, his personality and 
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his demeanor. 

“He always had a pixie sense of 
humor,”’ said Rosen. ‘‘He could say things 
and make people laugh. Somebody else 
might say the same thing and they would 
get a punch in the nose.”’ 

The Indians of 1954 won I11 games and 
lost to the Giants in a shocking Series 
result. It ruined a brilliant year. 

“There was so much talent on that 
club,” said Rosen. “‘We had a pitching 
staff like we have on the Yankees now, 
great starters and a great bullpen. 

Lemon had his last big year as a player 
in 1956, drifted back to the minors at San 
Diego for a year, worked as a scout, 
manager and coach for the Indians, 
Phillies, Angels, Royals, Braves and 
Yankees before being named the White 
Sox boss by old pal Bill Veeck last year. 

When Chicago attendance slumped, 
Veeck fired his old pal and named Larry 
Doby. A few weeks later Billy Martin 
resigned as Yankee boss and Lemon got a 
call from Rosen. 

““We want you,”’ Rosen said. 


Lemon packed his gear again, got off 


_ the golf course and headed east to help out 


his old teammate. The Yankees were 
nothing less than sensational under Lemon 
the rest of the way. 

“| treat ball players the way I wanted to 
be treated as a player,” the 58-year-old 
native of San Bernadino, Calif. said. “I 
treat them as men.” 

“You can’t imagine the respect the 
players on this team have for that man,” 
said shortstop Bucky Dent. 

Lemon isn’t a rah-rah guy, he isn’t a 
trickster or a guy preening for the first 
sports cover on the new Life magazine. 
This is a solid citizen who goes out to do 
a day’s work for a day’s pay. 

“Tt always comes down to your 
players,”’ said Lemon. “If they execute 
you win, if they don’t you lose.”’ 

Some people try to make this game 
complicated. Not Robert Granville 
Lemon. When he pitched he dared you to 
hit it if you could. May the best man win. 

He manages the same way. That’s why 
he is here and a lot of others aren’t.

One of the most underpublicized, yet valorous episodes of 
World War II, the Lanzerath Incident, was remembered on 
Opening Day at Yankee Stadium. First brought to light by 
columnist Jack Anderson in Parade Magazine, the incident 
centered around a reconnaisance patrol of 18 brave Americans 
from the 99th Army Division. These men halted a vast 
column of German tanks, paratroopers and SS troops in a 
fierce 18-hour battle which ended in hand-to-hand combat in 
the Belgian Village of Lanzerath in December, 1944. By 
blunting the massive surprise Nazi attack, they could have 
changed the entire outcome of the Battle of the Bulge. 
Miraculously, the Americans suffered only two casualties, 
while the Germans sustained an incredible 509. 

Yet due to some political red tape, only the commanding 
lieutenant received any kind of recognition. Following the Taal. £ 
Opening Day ceremonies, Governor Carey proclaimed 3 
April 7 “Incident at Lanzerath Recognition Day.”’ The 
Yankees would hope that these 18 heroic men will not be 
forgotten by the country they so bravely defended. We invite 
you to write to your Senators, Congressmen and Public 
Officials on behalf of these gallant Americans.

For comebacks, the Yankees’ third straight 
pennant and second straight World 
Championship in 1978 rates right up there 
with the 1951 New York Giants, General 
MacArthur and Bridey Murphy. 

As an escape artist, late-arriving 
manager Bob Lemon rivals Harry 
Houdini; as a miracle worker, he compares 
with Anne Sullivan. 

There is no way to adequately describe 
how bleak the Yankee situation was when 
Lemon took over as their manager July 
25. They were in fourth place, trailing the 
runaway Red Sox by 10/2 games. 

In fairness to Billy Martin, Lemon’s 
predecessor, the Yankee comback had 
already begun when Martin announced his 
resignation in an impromptu, tear-filled 
speech in Kansas City on July 24. Five 
days earlier, the Yankees had hit their low 
point of the season, a 14-game deficit. But 
Martin continued to maintain his pose of 
optimism, insisting to the end that the Red 
Sox could be caught, and the Yankees

were the ones to catch them. Indeed, 
Martin had won five straight to trim the 
14-game deficit to 10/2, when he stepped 
down as Yankee manager. 

And Lemon, only recently deposed as 
manager of the Chicago White Sox, was 
the perfect replacement, a low key 
manager in startling contrast to the fiery, 
combative Martin. 

But even as the Yankees’ walking 
wounded returned and the defending 
world champions began to play up to their 
potential, the Red Sox seemed light years 
away, the chance for a third consecutive 
American League pennant only a remote 
dream. 

In truth, the Yankees were not doing 
that badly. For much of the season, their 
won-lost record was the second best in 
baseball. Unfortunately, the Red Sox 
owned the best record in baseball and, 
through the summer, they seemed 
uncatchable. 
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To a man, offensive production was 
down among the World Champions. 
Complicating things was an unusual rash 
of early season injuries. At various times, 
and for lengthy periods, they lost Mickey 
Rivers, Willie Randolph, Bucky Dent, 
Jim Spencer, Roy White, Don Gullett 
(twice), Andy Messersmith (twice), Ken 
Clay, Dick Tidrow, Catfish Hunter (twice) 
and Ed Figueroa. 

Only Ron Guidry kept the Yankees 
respectable. In his second full season, he 
pitched brilliantly. He was almost 
unbeatable, the best pitcher in baseball. In 
one game, he set an American League 
record for lefthanders by striking out 18 
Angels. He became the first pitcher in the 
major leagues to win 20 games, the first 
Yankee to reach that number 
in three seasons, the 
second in eight seasons; 
and he became the first 
Yankee pitcher to strike 
out 200 batters in a 
season since Al 
Downing in 
1964. 


Fortunately—if there is anything 
fortunate about injury—most of the 
Yankees’ hurts came in the first half of the 
season. After the All-Star break, the 
injured returned. But was it too late? 
Would the Red Sox, as has been their 
wont, begin to come back to the field? 

It began as a little, almost imperceptible 
trickle. By the middle of August it was a 
flood, the Yankees coming on, the Red 
Sox fading. Pennant fever caught fire in 
New York and began to bake the Apple, 
and the Yankees cut into the once 
insurmountable lead of the Red Sox. 

If you had to point to one individual 
who best typified the resurgence, it was 
the classy, poised veteran Catfish Hunter. 
Plagued with shoulder problems all year, 
Cat came back to win six games without a 
defeat in August as the Yankee surge 
began to mount. 


Manager Bob Lemon, always one to 
play down his own accomplishments put it 
best. 

“They're professionals. Heck, they 
couldn’t do it earlier in the year because 
they didn’t have the guys. They’re still the 
World Champions. They got the players 
now, and they’re back.” 

Individually, the Yankees began to have 
a sense of what they believed was their 
destiny. 

“I’m beginning to believe,” said 
pitcher Dick Tidrow, ‘‘that we’re a second 
half team.” 

And they continued to point to seven 
games with the front-running Red Sox 
over two consecutive September weekends 
as the key. 

“Tf we can come up to those games four 
or five games out,” said Lou Piniella 
early in August, ‘‘we’ll catch them.” 

And Piniella, who caught fire along 
with Chris Chambliss, Graig Nettles, 
Reggie Jackson, Rivers, White, Dent and 
Randolph just as the Red Sox series came 


up, got his wish. Going into the first of 
those two September series, the Yankees 
had cut their deficit to four games. A 
sweep would put them in a first place tie, 
and a first place tie would have swung the 
pendulum in their favor. They had 
momentum, good health, hot bats, 


experience and confidence going for them 


as they charged into Boston. 

But winning in Fenway Park was no 
easy matter. The Yankees had won there 
only once all season, only twice over the 
past two seasons. 

This time, though, there was no 
stopping them. The Yankees ravaged the 
Red Sox, scoring 42 runs, making 67 hits 
and sweeping the four-game series—the 
first time in 35 years they had swept a 
series of four games or more in Fenway— 
and charging into a first place tie. In 53 
days, they had wiped out a 14-game lead, 
winning 39 out of 53 games in that stretch 
while the Red Sox were losing 28 out of 
53 games. 


It took the Yankees until the 156th day 
of the season to gain even a share of first 
place in the American League and when 
the 162-game schedule was completed, 
there they were, deadlocked one more 
time with the Red Sox, as they were on 
Opening Day. 

Another trip to Boston was necessary, 
one more game against the Red Sox, one 
game to decide it all. And what a game it 
was, one of the most exciting in baseball 
history, a game that was a microcosm of 
the entire season. The Red Sox opened an 
early lead, as they had in the season, and 
the Yankees came back, as they had in the 
season. The Red Sox had been put down, 
finally, and the Yankees charged into the 
American League playoffs, facing the 
Kansas City Royals for the third straight 
year. And, for the third straight year, the 
Royals fell and now only the Los Angeles 
Dodgers stood between the Yankees and 
their second straight World Championship. 
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There was to be W sites Yankee 
comback before they wrote an end to this 
remarkable season. The Dodgers won the 
first two Series games and they were 
writing the Yankees off, RoE people of 
little faith and short 
memories. 

Then Ron Guidry 
threw his fastball at the 
Dodgers and Graig 
Nettles threw his glove 
at them and Bucky Dent 
and Brian Doyle threw 
their bats at them and 4 
the Yankees won the 
next four games and 
“The Year of the 
Comeback’ was A 
complete.

Still one more turn for Reggie, Thurm, Lou and all the rest, 
No heart could yet beat quietly, within a Boston breast. 


Still...two big runs spoke volumes, upon the board in left; 
Only nine more outs from Torrez’ arm would leave Yankee fans bereft. 
First up was the dangerous Nettles, he of lefty might, 
But Boston hearts were gladdened when he flied out to right. 


Then Chambliss hit a single, to the wonderment of all; 
Whereupon the veteran White tore the cover off the ball. 
And when the dust had lifted, and the spheroid lofted back, 
There was Chambliss a-huggin second, and Roy at the initial sack. 


Now every pulse was quickened, and Bosox blood ran cold; 
As Spencer emerged to pinch hit, he of the gloves of gold. 
As the horsehide lofted upward, every throat gave cry,... but 
Big Jim had managed just a meagre outfield fly. 


Now the friendly confines buzzed anew, for another hitter to be sent: 
For listed next in the lineup was the lowly... Bucky Dent. 
Now Red Sox smiles widened, at a surprising gift of fate, 

The bowlegged boy, the forgotten man, was walking slowly to the plate. 


Seventy thousand eyes watched him as he rubbed his hands with dirt, 
Half as many voices jeered him as he wiped them on his shirt. 
Then when the grimacing Torrez ground the ball into his hip, 
Uncertainty cowered in Bucky’s eye, a quiver curled Bucky’s lip. 


Mighty Mike let loose the ball—it came hurtling through the air; 
And Bucky stood-a-watching it, the crowd thought he did not dare. 
Close by the little batsman the ball unheeded sped, 

“Not on your life,”’ said Bucky— “Ball One,” the umpire said. 


From the benches black with people, the thousands crowded there; 
Went up a throaty jeer you could hear in Kenmore Square. 
A like sound from the multitude greeted Torrez’ second peg, 
Bucky not only topped it, he bounced it off his leg. 


Now they were laughing openly, as on the ground he sat, 
The little man stood painfully, and accepted a brand new bat. 
Swirling all around him, a hundred epithets did ring, 
“Strike One” the umpire said...Said Bucky, “Just one Swing.”

the 1934 game. His feat began in the first inning after the first 
two American Leaguers reached base. Then Hubbell fanned 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig of the New York Yankees and 
Jimmie Foxx of the Philadelphia Athletics. He opened the 
second inning by striking out Al Simmons of the Chicago White 
Sox and Joe Cronin of the Washington Senators. Yankee catcher, 
Bill Dickey, ended the streak with a single but Lefty Gomez, the 
Yankees’ witty pitcher, struck out to end the inning. 

Gomez, who made the Hall of Fame on his pitching talent and 
not his .147 career batting average, pretended to be furious at 
Dickey. “If you’d had the decency to strike out too,” Gomez 
yelled at his teammate, “then I'd be included in the seven great 
batters struck out by Hubbell.”’ 


Roberts “Relieved” In selecting their most memorable personal 
moments, the Hall of Famers named some unusual situations 
that nearly everyone else had forgotten. Robin Roberts, 
Philadelphia Phillies’ right-hander and five-time National 
League starting pitcher, was pleasantly surprised by Mickey 
Mantle’s tactics in the 1953 game. The contest was played at 
Cincinnati’s Crosley Field, a small park that gave pitchers 
nightmares. Roberts’ anxiety heightened when he realized the 
wind was blowing hard to right field, a great advantage for 
sluggers like Mantle. 

Roberts’ greatest personal All-Star moment: ‘*When Mickey 
bunted with the wind blowing out. Wow, was I relieved!”’

Yankee Stadium ranks with the 

coliseum in Rome as one of the most 
famous sports arenas in the world. It was 
the first triple decked structure of its kind 
when originally built in 1922 for the 
opening of the 1923 season. It served as 
home to the New York Yankees from 
1923-1973, during which time the Yankees 
won 27 pennants. The football Giants

In accomplishing that feat. the Yankees 
become one of only two teams in baseball history to play before 2 million fans both at home and on 
the road for two consecutive years. The 1977-78 Reds also accomplished it. The 1966 and ‘78 
Dodgers, and the 1978 Red Sox are the only other teams in baseball history to play before more than 
2 million fans at home and on the road in the same season...The 1962 Yankees, 1966 Giants and 
Dodgers, 1977 Yankees and Reds, and the 1978 Yankees, Red Sox, Reds and Dodgers are the only 
teams in baseball history to play before more than 2 million fans on the road in a single season... The 
Yankees 3 game series with the Red Sox September 15, 16, and 17 drew 165,080 to Yankee Stadium.
